Kvery jewel in the 12 great ropes 
«»f pearls hanging down from the 
m*ck is worth a small fortune in it- 
self. Those in the four ro|)es across 
the left shoulders, though small in 
comparison with their companions, 
are really of gKid size and great 
value. Diamonds are inlerspi-rse<i 
with |>ear!8 in the incnu«t.itions of 
the helmet, which N literally cover- 
«1 with gems. It is inn>osBible to 
even approximate the total value of 
this wonderful heirloom of the Ra- 
jahs of Dholphur. It is priceless. 

Far less .showy, but scarcely infer- 
ior ill value, is the family inheri- 
tance of the Rejah of Gwalior. His 
is a wealth of emeralds. The three 
bands of immen.se stones which, in- 
tersperseil with numerous smaller 
ones, form a bniad collar over the 
chest and shoulders, are native cut. 
Nor will their owner consider the 
suggestion that they Ik* recut with 
nuslern skill and methods.

‘size and value. Scarcely less beau- 
tiful is the tassel of pearls which 
hang^s from the left side of this Ra- 
jah’s turban. Each string in this 
tassel represents a fortune. In each 
the pearls have been carefully grad- 
ed as to size and each is tipped with 
a iKimpon^of silk. The cap of jew- 
els which covers the Rajah's silk tur- 
ban is a mass of various gems to 
match his collar. The edge is form- 
ed of diamond pendants. 

Five great ropes of pearls, price- 
less in value, constitute the chief 
treasure of the Rajah of Niuim. A 
single pearl from these might well 
make its owner an object of envy. 
Among the pearls, here and there, 
are strung other gems, the better to 
display their beauty. After his 
pearls the Rajah prizes most the 
nine large diamonds which hang 
from his gold comet. That in the
